General Habitat: Jeff’sreef isalarge live Oculinareef (about 1,000 min
circumference) surrounded by sand flats. The reef conssts of large high relief Oculina
heads to small scattered intact Oculinaheads. These smdler heads are usudly found
around the border of the reef and are associated with more dead cord. The sand flats

surrounding the reef contain scattered smdl live and dead Oculina, sea whips, and
cora/shell rubble.

Invertebrates: A few Holothurians (sea cucumbers) were mostly seen on the sand flats.

The sub was in trangt from 17:53- 18:16 going over the reef onto the sand and

Most of the reef structure during this time period was low- medium relief

As sub landed on the bottom, a huge school of about 1000+ Sardinella anchovia
were followed by about 5 Seriolasp (3 S. dumerili/ 2 S, rivoliana)

Serranus phoebe and Halichores sp. spotted on sand flats

Species seen on low rdief live Oculina:

- Hemanthias vivanus were abundant (1000+) on reef structure

-Holacanthus bermudensis, Chagtodon aya and Chromis enchrysurus were seen
